The Ea^jt 
Liverpool

American Legion has agreed to su p­ 
port one German child for each mem­ 
ber. du ring the next six months. 
The 
information 
was 
wired 
to 
General Chau ncey B. Bak er, chairman 
of the Ohio Division of the American 
Committee for Relief of German Chil- 
< dren by Vice 
Commander 
William 
Fou lk s following a post 
meeting 
at 
which every man 
present 
agreed to 
the plan. 
The offer is characteristic of the 
general spirit of cooperation in the ef­ 
fort to relieve su ffering in Germany, 
being extended by the ex-soldiers, bu t 
is the first case of an 
offer 
of this 
k ind. 
In addition the East Liverpool 
Legionaries 
who have, 
abou t 
350 
members, constitu ting 
one 
of the 
strongest and most active posts in tbe 
state, will assist in the general cam­ 
paign in this city. 
Du e to the efficient system of bu y­ 
ing su pplies and distribu ting them the 
cost of feeding a child in Germany has 
been redu ced to 50c a month so that 
each member of, this post will have 
the satisfaction of having 
saved 
a 
child’s life and the whole expense will 
be bu t $3 per man.. 
A great effort is being made by the 
American committee to ru sh su pplies 
into Germany following 
reports 
by 
radio from work ers with the Ameri­ 
can Society of Friends, that a su dden 
retu rn of winter has greatly increased 
su ffering. 
In spite of the fact that 
the entire resou rces 
of the 
society 
have been thrown into the work only 
a portion of the relief work has been 
attempted. 
Many thou sands are being cratjc ^ 
cared for by German relief 
agencies 
which are doing many times more 
work than the foreign agencies bu t. in 
many sections it has been impossible 
to- establish feeding stations with the 
limited fu nds available 
and it 
is in 
these sections that the death and dis­ 
ease rates are u nu su ally high.

It look s to an ou tside observer as if 
the Democratic leaders in the national 
hou se 
of representatives, 
in their 
eagerness to gain a political advant­ 
age on the tax redu ction measu re had 
overreached themselves. Finding that 
the Mellon plan was u nacceptable to

different from the Mellon plan and 
which, they thou ght, wou ld appeal to 
the insu rgents.

STARS AND STRIPES 


And Quaker 
Mission 
Only

Little, Helpless German Children. 


“The only flag the starving children 
of Germany have 
is 
the Stars and 
first aerial rnaii serivce “via the North Stripes and the American Qu ak er mis- 
pole” to be Inau gu rated as a part of 
the air polar expedition, headed by 
Cnpt. Roald Amu ndsen next su mmer, 
were annou nced in a cablegram from 
the discoverer of the Sou th pole re­ 
ceived In New York recently. 
The 
Norwegian 
government, 
the 
cable said, has agreed to accept at the 
post office at Spitzbergen, where the jof the American Committee for 
expedition hops off, specially stamped 
post cards issu ed in commemoration of 
the event, which are to be canceled 
at the North pole and then deliver« d 
b y regu lar mail to all parts of the 
world. 
Proceeds from the sal« 1 of these sou ­ 
venir cards, which it is believed will 
command high valu es from stamp col­ 
lectors, will go to defray expenses of 
the Amu ndsen expedition. 
Their sale 
in the United States has been u nder­ 
tak en by the Wanamak er stores in 
New York and Philadelphia as a 
sp e­ 
cial service for Captain Amu ndsen, 
who is now In Norway contemplating 
arrangements for the flight. 
The polar post cards are u niqu e in 
that they are the only cards ever is­ 
su ed which will carry the postage 
stamps of two governments. They also 
hear prominently across their face the 
legend: “Delivery su bject to accidents 
beyond ou r e< ntrol.” 
This attempt to 
reach the North pole is to be made by 
a squ adron of fou r airplanes, or flying 
boats, which are being specially con­ 
stru cted at the Domler work s, at Fried- j 
rick sha fen, Germany. 
They are bu ilt of a special metal, and 
the hu lls are so constru cted that the 
planes will be able to tak e off equ ally 
well from water, ice or snow. 
Each plane Is to be equ ipped with a j 
wireless receiving and sending set with 
an estimated range of 400 to 500 
miles. 
With relays from the expedi­ 
tion’s mother ship and variou s other 
bases established on 
the polar Ice 
sheet, Captain Amu ndsen expects wire­ 
less messages of the arrival at the pole ; 
to reach New York within a few hou rs. 
Lieu t. Ralph Davison, United States 
navy, who has been assigned by Secrt*- 
tary Denby as America’s representative 
and who will pilot one of the planes, is 
now on his way to Switzerland to mak e 
tests of landing and tak ing off on ice 
and snow.

Miss Annie S. Beck , above, the world’s 
foremost woman mou ntain climber, is 
look ing for new heights to scale. 
.She 
recently retu rned from a fou r months’ 
expedition 
throu gh 
Sou th 
America, 
gathering material for her lectu res and 
hook s. 
Miss Beck becaiu e famou s in 
189 5 when she reached the top of the 
Swiss Matterhorn, after many people 
had been k illed trying to accomplish 
the same feat. In 1 im*s she was the first 
and only person ev< r to reach the top 
of Mou nt llu scaran, in Beru , 21,812 
feet high, the greatest altitu de in 
North and Sou th America.

plenty of meat scraps or grou nd bone 
and vegetables, sprou ted oats or green 
material. 
These elements help pro­ 
du ce better 
fertility 
and 
stronger 
chick s. 
The best perches are not more than 
two feet 
from 
the floor, all 
on the 
same level to prevent crowding, and 
movable so that they may be easily 
k ept clean. 
It requ ires healthy stock to produ ce 
fertile eggs and strong chick s. 
Observe which hens are the best 
layers and breed from them. 
No 
o n e k ind of grain will give as 
good resu lts as a variety. 
If you haven’t a grinder, get some 
fresh bone and chop 
it fine 
for the 
hens. 
It beats nothing all to pieces 
bu t better bu y a grinder if possible. 
You can get a good one for $10. 
A good incu bator, properly managed 
often pays for itself the first hatch. 
Better get you rs now. 
The smaller and more crowded the 
hou se, the cleaner it mu st be k ept.— 
Farm Life.

Montreal.—New Zealand is abou t to 
mak e an experiment in interfering 
with the balance of natu re in the in­ 
terests of her fru it-growing indu stry. 
The Dominion au thorities in England 
recently dispatched to the Nelson dis 
trict, which is su ffering from a plagu e 
t*f earwigs, a consignment of several 
hu ndred of these insects in the hope of 
wiping ou t the domestic pest by these 
importations.

Washington, Marcth 3.—Rei*resenta­ 
ti ve Cooper of Ohio wou ld tak e the 
whole 
enforcement 
of 
prohibition, 
away 
from 
the 
“politi ciane” 
and 
place it in the hands of some depart­ 
ment of government u nder a single 
head which wou ld be held responsi­ 
ble. He holds the work of prohibition 
officials difficu lt enou gh withou t be­ 
ing complicate I becau se of “political 
obligations and entanglements.” 
Mr. Cooper in a speech in the hou se 
attack ed the society bootleggers and 
politician's, who he charged are mak ­ 
ing a farce of 
prohibition 
enforce­ 
ment in the district. He criticized the 
attitu de of powerfu l influ ences in the 
national capital, which, he said, are 
protecting and promoting “the Id le­ 
gal, disgracefu l and notoriou s traffic 
in booze.”

said 
the “greatest 
shame and disgrace of it all is that 
there are many, so we are to>ld, who 
are high in the official and political 
life of the nation, people of su pposed 
intelligence, cu ltu re and social and 
financial standing in the city of Wash­ 
ington. wlw stand back of the bootleg­ 
gers by patronizing their illegal, con­ 
temptible bu siness.” 
According to Mr. Cooper many en­ 
forcement officers have

ed who are not in sympathy with the 
law.
